There  are — 

1,700,000  4-H  members. 

10,000,000  former  4-H  members. 

1,000,000  former  4-H  members  now  in  the  armed  forces. 

THE  4-H  CLUB— 

Consists  of  five  or  more  boy  or  girl  members,  10  to  21  years  of  age,  who  share  responsibilities 

in  the  home,  on  the  farm,  or  in  the  community. 
Develops  its  own  program,  including  work  to  be  done  by  each  member  at  home. 
Perfects  its  own  organization  and  elects  its  own  officers. 
Is  guided  by  its  own  local  volunteer  leader,  a  resident  in  the  community. 
Seeks  to  serve  cooperatively  in  the  community. 
Is  under  the  supervision  of  county  extension  agents. 

THE  LOCAL  VOLUNTEER  LEADER— 

May  be  a  4-H  community  club  leader  or  a  4-H  neighborhood  leader. 

Helps  4-H  members  to  plan  their  programs. 

Guides  members  in  their  project  work. 

Acts  as  friend  and  counselor. 

Arranges  for  regular  4-H  Club  meetings. 

Observes  work  done  at  home.     Confers  with  parents. 

Encourages  members  to  live  up  to  what  is  expected  of  them. 

THE  COUNTY  EXTENSION  AGENT— 

Serves  in  every  agricultural  county.  The  county  may  have  one  or  more  county  extension 
agents — agricultural  agent,  home  demonstration  agent,  4-H  Club  agent,  or  assistant  agent. 

Trains  local  volunteer  leaders. 

Helps  interested  groups  of  boys  and  girls  to  organize  as  4-H  Clubs. 

Helps  members  and  leaders  to  plan  programs  and  hold  meetings.  Supervises  4-H  work  in 
the  home  and  on  the  home  farm.     Supplies  subject-matter  information  and  record  books. 

Is  cooperatively  employed  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  State 
college  of  agriculture,  and  the  county  governing  authorities.
